Another class of drivers throng the 


oads on Sundays. These people own 
lorses which they use in their business 
during the week, and they turn out in 
great numbers on Sunday afternoons. 
The ^drives are also frequented by 
hosts of wheelmen who enjoy a spin 
along the river and up the Wissa- 
hickon creek. 


By far the largest part of the visi- 


tors is made up of pedestrians, for 
whom 35 miles of walks have been laid 
out, the longest walk being seven 
miles. 
During July 279,900 pedes- 


trians, 927 equestrians, 27,915 bicycles 
and 45,930 vehicles entared the Park. 
This, however, was an exceptional 
month, on account of the celebration 
on. 'jihe Uourtb. 
The pedestrians are 


attracted iu large numbers during the 
summer months by the concerts at 
Lemon Hill, Strawberry Mansion, Bel- 
raont Mansion, Mt. Pleasant and Sweet 
Briar. The total number of visitors 
for July may safely be set down at 
400,000, a pretty good showing, con- 
sidering the number of people who 
were absent from the city. Magistrate 
Hughes recently gave a salutary lesson 
to visitors who are inclined to commit 
malicious mischief. 
A stranger from 


New Orleans plucked 21 choice flowers 
and stowed them away in his valise. 
For this offense he was fined $5 per 
flower, a total of $105. 


The east bank of the Scbuylkill, 


near Fairmount dam, is lined with 
picturesque boat houses, the homes of 
numerous boat clubs. Boating affords 
healthful 
recreation to many young 


men and the annual regattas are always 
looked forward to with interest. 


When Hunting Park was first offered 


to the city as a gift it would not accept 
it, as the cost of fitting it up was con- 
sidered too heavy a burden to assume. 
Then donor then prepared the grounds 
at his own expense, and then the citi- 
zens reluctantly accepted the valuable 
gift. 
A few years later Eli K. Price 


got himself elected to the Legislature, 
solely for the purpose of furthering the 
park project, and through measures 
introduced by him Fairmount Park 
was,acquired on the plea that it was 
needed to protect the water supply, 
but the. real motive was to provide a 
public pleasure ground. 
The wisdom 


of this step is no lunger doubted, and 
the value of the Park will be more and 
more appreciated as the city grows.

Must Reduce Wages. 


The employees of the American 


Cordage Manufacturing Company, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., have received the 
following notice :— 


"The 
Government of the United 


States having removed the duty on 
bagging, it can now be imported free. 
Bagging is manufactured in India, 
Germany and Scotland. Wages in 
these countries are as follows : For 
weavers, spinners and mou laborers, 
ten cents per day in India: thirty cents 
per day in Germany; forty-five cents 
per day in Scotland; and other classes 
in proportion. 


"In 
spite of these very low wages 


paid iu other countries, the company 
hopes thu; it may be found possible lo 
continue the business here. 
Inquiry 


is now being made as to the Cost of 
landing bagging here from other coun- 
tries and on the information obtained 
tlio tnatiagotnout will determine what 
course to pursue. It is with ranch 
sonow that the employees are notified 
that under tbe best conditions that are 
hoped for it will not be possible to 
continue to pay the present scale of 
wages. 


"By about November 1 it will be 


decided whether the mill can be run 
at all and if so at what rate of pay for 
each class of employees. Meantime 
the present rate of wages will continue 
to be paid. 
The managers of the 


company appreciate the good work 
lately given by all the employees and 
while thanking each one, now wish to 
remind them that it is only by extra 
effort and increased production that 
the mill can possibly be kept going." 
The mill employs about 700 hands.

country for the products of other nations, 
to the detriment of our own people, the 
trainers of the new tariff bill were very 
solic Itous about the interests of the sugar 
trust, but when it came to considering 
anything in which the farmer was inter- 
to.,<1 the farmer was not considered. In 
nothing is this better shown than in the 
change made in the duty on hay imported 
into this country. This duty is reduced 
about one-half, and this calls attention 
to tlie fact that Canada is now our strong- 
est competitor in the hay market, and 
that th* price of hay is sure to be ma- 
terially rednccd to the certain detriment 
of the farmer. The cost of production of 
hay in Canada is 45 per cent, less than in 
the United States. In 1870 the hay yield 
in the United States was 24,525,000 tons; 
In ]S80 the yield was 31,025,233 tons; in 
189U it was 65,766,158, worth $570,882,872, or 
moro than double the value of the cotton 
crop, more than twice the value of the 
wheat crop, nearly fifteen times greater 
than that of the tobacco crop, and within 
a fraction of that of the corn crop of 1893, 
which was $590,000,000 in value. 


The New York Sun is inclined to think 


that this change in the tariff on hay may 
make some Hmpire state farmers do a 
turn of political hay making this year, 
and it would not be surprising if the in- 
telligent Pennsylvania farmer turned 
some, of his attention in the same direc- 
tion.

Maine will bo regarded by the manufac- 
turer as. an indication that there is to be 
a return all around to the party of pro- 
tection to the home interests, and with 
confidence in such a result we may well 
expect a revival of prosperity such as 
even a reasonable expectation of Kepub- 
lican ru le is bound to produce. 


There is no danger or reason to fear that 


Pennsylvania will be found a laggard in 
the work of confidence producing when 
her vote is counted at the end of this cam- 
paign, unless it be from the danger of 
over confidence and the belief that no 
work is needed to make Pennsylvania's 
verdict indicate the great desire her peo- 
ple ha% e to get tho government of the 
country back into the hands of its friends. 


Maine has furnished an additional rea- 


son for ihe work that is always necessary 
to get out the full vote, from which Re- 
publicans have nothing to fear. Pennsyl- 
vania ought to give at this time a greater 
majority in proportion to her vote 
than wes given by the voters of Maine.

The Philadelphia Record, whose editor 


and owner is the Democratic candidate 
for governor of Pennsylvania, is tho 
last person to be suspected of discussing 
any effect of the new tariff law that is 
not correct.

opponents of the McKinley law to make 
to such an admission aa tliis, in which 
there is no effort even to counteract the 
fact that the McKiuley law was a benefit 
to American manufacturers, and that Us 
repeal and the passage of the Gorman 
tariff bill is regarded by Austrian trades 
in such light that they welcome it cor- 
dially and, to use the words of Mr. Sin- 
gcrly's paper, "The reduction of duties 
on gloves and Bohemian glassware has 
been received thankfully by tho Aus- 
trian manufacturers." 


The Austrian manufacturers are cer- 


tainly delighted with the new tariff law. 
and they certainly would not be delighted 
if it did not abolish tho McKinley law, 
which shut outtheirgoodsaud gave1 those 
of the American manufacturer a chance. 


There is plenty of food for reflection in 


tho paragraph above quoted from Mr. 
Singerfy's paper, and the voters of Penn- 
sylvania who huvo any doubt about the 
genuineness of it can find it in the first 
column of the fifth page of the Philadel- 
phia Record of Monday, Sept. 10. 


GENERAL HASTINGS will set a good ex- 


ample to other workers in the cause of 
protection by tho exteuded tour he pro- 
poses making before the close of the cam- 
paign. It is no small task the general has 
before him in a speech making tour 
through nlmofet every county in the state, 
aud every Republican ought to follow 
his example, and instead of waiting for 
the successiul result that is sure to come 
in November, turn iu and help to make 
the victory one that wiil give Pennsyl- 
vania the lead as tLe upholder of the 
good cause of protection to American in- 
dustries, from which results peace and 
plenty. As Pennsylvania expects to lead 
the states in tbe matter of recording op- 
position to tho free trade policy of tho 
present administration, so should every 
county iu tho state mnko an effort to at- 
tain tho distinction of showing the great- 
est gain in Republican votes. It never 
was so much of an honor to stand up well 
for the cause of protection and in opposi- 
tion to free, trade as it will be this year. 


ONE of the tricks already being resorted 


to in portions of tbe state to get votes 
away from the Republican party is the 
organization of Populist parties in differ- 
ent counties. As a rule the leaders in 
such organizations are Democrats, who 
will vote the Democratic ticket on election 
day, 
but will profess throughout the cam- 


paign devotion to tbe Populistic party, in 
the hope thereby that a few Republicans, 
here and there, will be attracted away 
from their party far enough to waste their 
votes on the candidates of the Populists.

Kite Firing In Burma. 


Mr. K D. Cuming, author of "In the 


Shadow of the Pagoda," describes the 
Burmese as much given to kite flying, 
an amusement that they contrive to en- 
joy with a minimum of bodily exertion. 
Their method of operations is very sim- 
ple. Says Mr. Cuming: 


Yon pare down two 12 inch slips o^ 


bamboo, tie them at their centers cross- 
wise, run a thread around the four tips 
and paste npon this frame one thickness 
of paper. Tie a nail or a small screw 
nut to one corner, and your kite is made. 


The altitude that a well made kite of 


this kind will reach is wonderful, and 
the lightest breath of wind will take it 
up. A hundred and fifty or 200 yards 
of strong sewing thread, wound on a 
skeleton reel of 4 inches in diameter and 
8 inches in length, completes the equip- 
ment. 


Then, having started the kite by a 


process of gentle playing, you squat 
down in the middle of the street, so as 
to keep your thread clear of the houses 
and let the kite help itself. 


If you have fastened the thread with 


cunning, the kite rises almost perpen- 
dicularly, bringing yon joy in the envy 
and admiration of those who cannot 
make a steeper angle than 40 degrees. 
The kite having taken out all the thread, 
you sit and contemplate it poised sfill 
and clear in the upper a'ir for a few 
hours. 


In Bangoon, on a still morning pi 


evening, hundreds of kites float over 
the Burmese quarter of the town, 'some 
nearly out of sight, others hovering 'Just 
above the roofs. When driving, 'your 
syce has frequently to halloo out of the 
way a middle aged man who is backing 
slowly down in midstreet coaxing his 
kite up. He goes about the business 
with a ponderous solemnity that raises 
it to the dignity of a science.

A Ulcyclo Will Not Ban Dowa It, but Gocl 


Up Biulljr. 


"There is a hill in Ulster county that 


bicycle riders find no difficulty in a% 
cending on their wheels, but which 
their machines won't descend by their 
own gravity," said a New York wheel- 
man. This mysterious hill is the last 
one of the -aumerous hills on the route 
between Lake Mohonk and the Hudson 
river. 


The moment he takes his feet off tha 


pedals to let the machine toboggan down 
by force of gravty it slows up and be- 
gins to wabble, and if its rider doesn't 
brace up and take it in hand and foot 
again it will topple over and tumble 
him in the ditch. He has to work the 
wheel for all he is worth to get it down 
the hill. On the contrary, the wheel 
Will mount the hill with less effort on 
the part of the wheelman to propel it 
than it requires ordinarily to movo it 
along on the level. 


The theory is that there must be a big 


mass of magnetic ore under the surface 
near the top of the hill which influences 
the action of the bicycles. However that 
may be, the fact exists that here is a 
hill that a bicycle won't run down of its 
oWn gravity, and which the wheelman 
can mount as easily, if not more easily, 
than he can ride the level road.—Ne-w 
York Sun. 


Eft* and Microbes. 


Dr. McClintock of the University ol 


Michigan has performed experiments 
which indicate that eggs may become 
infected with microbes before they are 
laid. A healthy hen, after repeated 
washings in sterilized solutions, wa 
placed in a sterilized cage. As soon a* 
possible after being laid a portion of he 
eggs were placed in sterilized cotton i 
then in an incubator. All these eggs de 
cayed and swarmed with bacteria. Th 
remaining eggs were taken as soon a 
laid, and cultures were made from tbei 
contents. Some of these culture tube; 
developed; others remained sterile. Aft 
er some days the hen was killed, am 
with proper aseptic precautions culture 
tubes were inoculated from various por 
tions of tha oviduct. Most of these tubes 
developed. It would thus seem probabli 
that the putrefactive bacteria entered 
the egg in its passage down the oviduci 
and before the shell was formed.
